1785 was a busy year for Thomas Jefferson, who was 
serving as the Minister to France. In April of that 
year, he took time out from his official duties to return 
to the States and build a high school—not because he 
particularly wanted to, but because Hamilton was 
against it. 

Completed in January, 1786, the new high school was 
named by Jefferson, who modestly called'it, “Thomas 
Jefferson High School.” The school was 5 stories high, 
(pretty big for those days), and a square block around. 
Jefferson, who was a great fan of William Penn, called 
the street on which the school was located, “Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue.” 

The new school had many varied activities, among 
which were an Anti-Federalist Club, a Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son Fan Club, and a Louisiana Purchase Council. For 
his fine work, Jefferson was awarded the presidency of 
the P.T.A. It was here he got the' experience that he 
later demonstrated as President of the United States. 

Over the years, Jefferson High School became fa¬ 
mous, and in 1839, in honor of this great high school, 
Missouri named its capital Jefferson City. 

Since that time, Jefferson has been respected by 
every school in the city. Why, only last year, Tilden 
bowed to Jefferson three times! (Once in football, 
twice in basketball), and Jefferson will continue to live 
on in greatness. 

So ends this year way out of the past, forever.

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Wanted: A Rifle Team 

“The qualities of the marksman, steel nerves, determination, physical 
stamina and a keen eye, are those which should be sought by every Ameri¬ 
can.” General Nathan F. Twining’s congratulatory letter to the National Rifle 
Association on occasion of its eighty-eight anniversary opened in the above 
way. 

In the United States today there are approximately 150,000 competition 
shooters; this, of course, excludes members of the armed forces and hunters 
Shooting is the second largest participator sport in the world. It is included 
in both the Winter and Summer Olympic Games, Pan-American Games and 
intercollegiate competition. There were, in 1959, 1,771 tournaments—each 
tournament containing two to eighty matches and lasting as long as thirty 
four days. 

There are well over a thousand institutions of learning supporting rifle 
teams. Such great universities as Princeton, M.I.T., Pratt, Georgetown, Har¬ 
vard, Columbia, Syracuse and several hundred others support rifle teams. 
Over a thousand high schools have rifle teams. In New York we have Mid¬ 
wood, Lincoln, Brooklyn Tech, Fort Hamilton, Evander Childs, Jamaica, etc. 
An interesting fact is that the Iowa State Junior Team Championships were 
won by a Thomas Jefferson High School from Iowa. 

Several universities and colleges give scholarships of varying amounts 
for shooting. The 1960 winner of the Intercollegiate Regional Matches in 
New York, St. John’s University, gives scholarships to exceptional shooters, 

Several facts should be considered in the procurement of a rifle team, 
First, Thomas Jefferson had a rifle team prior to the Depression; the range 
is still in existence, although not in use, under the Jeff Field House. The 
second fact is that rifles may be obtained, by requisition, from the Director 
of Civilian Marksmanship, U.S. Army. Ammunition would be bought by the 
school through the D.C.M. The third and last fact is that there are several 
students in this school who have had previous training in riflery. Others 
would be trained by the previously trained students and a teacher. 

West Point’s football team draws approximately one hundred students 
to its tryouts while its rifle team draws eight to nine hundred students to 
its tryouts. I would thus contend that we would have a fairly large turnout 
for this proposed team. 

As to the question of laws, legislation and the trustfulness of the stu¬ 
dent: a teenage student, especially a boy, loves to shoot, whether he shoots 
at tin cans or in the Olympics. Every boy wants to handle a firearm; through 
a team he may learn to handle weapons safely, efficiently, and within the 
law. All the legislation in the world is not going to stop killings or injuries; 
a person can be killed with one’s hands, a £oda bottle, or a baseball bat. I 
ask “Shall we outlaw these?” Thus I contend legislation is not the answer. 
The answer is the mind must master the gun rather than the gun master a 
weak, immature and untrained man such as we have seen constantly making 
the headlines . The mind must be trained by the experienced shooter.

The Student Council Against Intolerance, more popularly known as 
S.C.A.I., is now in the midst of a large scale campaign to increase its mem¬ 
bership. Headed by Phil Hackmeyer and advised by Mr. Polner, S.C.A.I., 
in existence since World War II, was started by a group of conscientious 
students in an attempt to fight the intolerance and hatred displayed by the 
Nazis at that time. 

S.C.A.I.’s program has broadened greatly since its beginning to include 
such topics as “U.S.-Cuban Relations,” “My Life in Three Cultures,” and 
the “Arab Situation.” The first was presented by Mr. Schain, chairman of 
the History Department of Jefferson; the second by Mr. Noel Louis, a 
Spanish teacher here at Jefferson; and the last was presented by Mr. Fareed 
Haj, an Arab lecturer. - 


Cuba Debated 

S.C.A.I. members enjoyed a fiery 
question and answer period when Mr. 
Schain spoke on the Cuban issue. He 
stated that if the United States would 
worry less about what other countries 
thought, and looked after her inter¬ 
ests, she’d be much better off. 

Three Cultures Compared 

When Mr. Louis gave his impres¬ 
sions of three cultures, Trinidad, his 
birthplace, England, where he ob¬ 
tained his Bachelor’s Degree, and 
America, where he has been teaching 
for the past four years, S.C.A.I. mem¬ 
bers were treated to a wonderfully 
informative lecture. Among the many 
topics the handsome West Indian cov¬ 
ered were the similarities between the 
three educational systems, the status 
of the Negro in the three societies 
and the political freedom displayed 
by each country. He said that the 
students of England and Trinidad 
take their education much more seri¬ 
ously, but that the courses offered 
here are more appropriate to the 
times. 

He also said that there is more 


freedom in England for the colonists 
than in the colonies themselves. One 
could make a speech in any public 
park denouncing the Queen and all he 
would succeed in doing would be to 
amuse the passers-by. He felt that 
the discrimination in the U.S. is of a 
much more subtle nature than that of 
England or Trinidad. For instance, 
here a Negro might not be refused the 
right to eat in a restaurant, but 
would simply not be waited on for 
several minutes until he realized he 
would not be served. 

After most of the members left, 
several enthusiastic students stayed 
on and continued to ask him ques¬ 
tions. 

Debate on Testing 

S.C.A.I. members took part in a 
very topical debate in the assembly 
on the issue of Atomic Testing. The 
members feel that their main goal 
was achieved, which was to arouse 
interest and discussion among unin¬ 
terested students.

students from all 50 states took the 
test. The students were asked a wide 
range of general information ques¬ 
tions based on current events and 
general knowledge which a person 
gets from out-of-school sources. The 
tests lasted for about 12 hours. 

Seniors To Be Notified 

One year from now, the members 
of the senior class who will have 
graduated and gone out to further 
schooling or to employment in varied 
fields, will be questioned as to their 
occupation and interest in further 
training and education. Each of the 
four classes tested will be followed 
up. By testing people one year, then a 
year later, then several years later, 
it is hoped to find out much of the 
effect of our educational system. 

For each student who took the 
tests, 65 scores, 800 items of informa¬ 
tion regarding plans, preferences, and 
backgrounds, and 300 items describ¬ 
ing his local school guidance and edu¬ 
cational programs will be recorded 
op. magnetic tape, to be processed by 
electronic computers. 

The purpose of the study is to learn 
on a national basis what talents are 
possessed by American youth and 
what kind of abilities and education 
lead to various kinds of careers. 

G.O. President Comments 

William Orzen, the president of the 
G.O., was a participant in the Project 
TALENT program. He said after the 
testing, “I believe that this was one 
of the greatest experiences in my 
high school career. I especially en¬ 
joyed the logic section of the tests.” 

Project TALENT will determine the 
number of students who are planning 
to enter college and advanced training 
during the next four years. 

The tests are administered by the 
University of Pittsburgh with federal 
funds.
